Dear Mr. Editor :— 

The dissatisfaction mentioned 
in your last issue in regard to the 
hours for using water on gardens 
and lawns, chrystalized in the 
form of a_ petition signed by 
some 62 users and presented to 
the council last night praying 
that the hours be altered to read 
from 
to 10 p.m. As secretary 
of the meeting | was privileged 
'to hear the question discussed 
pro and con, and some arguments 
were advonced that | had not ev- 
en thought of. 

Five councillors and the mayor 
were present and with the excep- 
tion of the mayor, the board ewre 
of the opinion that the petition 
could not be entertained. 

One of the main arguments put 
forth against the proposed 
change was the fire protection at 
night. 

Last year when the _ three 
hours in the evening was in 
vogue, the experience was _ that 
the privilege was greatly abused 
—in many cases the taps were 
left open all night, with the result 
that the tank would be empty in 
In fact, on Knob 
Hill there were some mornings | 
vhen there was no water in the 
taps until the pump got going 
again, and one can easily imag- 
ine what would be the result if a 
fire broke out in the early morn- 
ing. If it were possible to pump 
during the eveninghours when 
the heavy draughts would be 
made on the water supply, then 
the council would not have 
changed the hours in the first 
place, but we are all aware that 
this cannot be done as the lights 
must be running at that time. 
The above argument against any 
further change must be consid- 
eded as a serious one, and was 
perhaps not thought of by many 
f the citizens who signed the 
petition

When the armistice was concluded 
the Germans had seven of the guns 
in commission, They were not, con- 
trary to all preconceived opinion, new 
guns at all, but were made out of the 
old 15-inch naval guns, in which was 
inserted a long heavy tube, projecting 
some 40 feet beyond the muzzle of 
the old gun, This tube was boged to 
a diameter of 21cm. (about 8 inches), 
and when worn out was rebored to 24 
cm, or even, when necessary, was re- 
bored once again to 26cm. The life 
of the gun at-any one of these cali- 
bres was probably not more than 50 


rounds. The projectile was 490 mm.

Western Forest Reserves [Manitoba Farm 
Loans Association 


Patrol Service Over Many Hundreds 
Of Square Miles of Forests 


The Dominion Forest Reserves 
cover approximately 43,750 square 
miles, an area twice that of the prov- 
ince of Nova-Scotia, or over half that 
of Manitoba, prior to 1912, These re- 
serves lie in the three prairie provins 
ces and in the railway belt of Britist 
Columbia, The Dominion government 
also maintains a free patrol service 
jover many hundreds of square miles 
;of forest not yet included in the res- 
ervations, Before any areas are in- 
cluded in the reserves they are cov- 
ered by surveys by trained men to 
ascertain the character of the country 
from a forester’s point of view. A 
belt of country from the east to the 
west of the Provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, compris- 
ing all 145,000 square miles of the 
northern parts of these provinces has 
been surveyed. In some respects the 
survey has been a disappointment, for 
ja comparatively small proportion of 
jthe area is found to be covered with 
jtimber of any size. Much of it has 
jin the past been badly damaged by 
jfire. 


System is Proving of Great Benefit to 
The Cause of Agriculture 

The annual report for 1919 of the 
Manitoba Farm Loans Association re- 
cords that during the year 795 appli- 
cations were received aggregating 
$2,532,800, whilst new loans were, paid 
out to the sum of $1,220,000, Of the 
applications received, a considerable 
proportion, nearly $668,900, were de- 
clined or withdrawn for various reas- 
ons, nearly all of them have been tak- 
en up by the Soldier Settlement 
Board, the remainder consisting of 
releases granted by the Board under 
very exceptional circumstances. 

The funds for loaning purposes 
were, as in the past, for the most part 
provided by the province, but it is 
encouraging to note that bonds sold 
to the public increased from $133,995 
to $237,350, and deposits from $25,350 
to $63,875 during the period under 
consideration. In spite of the unset- 
tled condition of the money markets 
during the year, the association was 
able to secure loans at five percent to 
continue loaning at the original rate.
